Now. apparently, the Rovernmcnl tins 
changed ILs story. ProthiLers are being en- 
couraged to grow more beds this .season, with 
support pricwndvanced as an additional In- 
centive. 

Sugar, It seem.'!. Is being made Into dyna- 
mite these (Iny.s— not the kind that Is u.sed to 
blow up bridges In warllnic, but the much 
more highly explosive stutf known as po- 
litical dynamite. 

Twice, In fireside chaLi, since sugar first 
went under rationing two year.-! ago. the Pres- 
ident has Indicated lhat sugar restrictions 
might be rellevcrt. He has even hinled that 
they would be removed entirely. But so far 
he has not been able to make good. 

The President's two hlnls on casing the ra- 
tion naturally started a lot of rumors. Natur- 
ally everyone In the industry agreed with the 
President, and for once they all thought lie 
was wonderful. The big question was: 
■■When?" 

All branches o( the trade- growers, refin- 
ers, shippers, Importers, dealers, confection- 
ers, cannexs. manufacturers ot soft drinks 
and .syrups— the whole sugar lobby begun 
turning on the heat to force the issue. They 
built up stockpiles ot statistics to show that 
the present restrictions— particularly on in- 
dustrial uses — were entirely unnecessary. 

But In spite of all tliese statistics and the 
President's encouraging words, the combined 
food board. U. S. war food ndmlnlstratlou. 
and the office of price administration still say 
there is not enough sugar in sight to relieve 
ration restrictions. 

Orfdlnarlly wc do not indulge in rumors, 
but Inasmuch as the whole sugar set-up 
seems to be In a mess, no harm will come 
from repeating those most prevalent. 

The rumors: There are 2,000,000 tons more 
sugar in stockpile than the government Is 
. admitting. The Brtlslh are building up a mil- 
lion-ton atockplle, Cuba and Puerto Rico are 
fuU ol sugar which can't be moved because 
war .shipping, administration won't a-sslgn 
ships to haul It. Sugar stockpiles arc being 
built up so that restrictions can be lifted Ju.st 
before the election, when ration-free sugar 
will be offered as a great gift to the American 
peo-pul. 

Of greatest Interest, however, Is a survey on 
U. S. sugar supplies now being made In OPA 
by Elsworth Bunker oI New York, vice presi- 
dent of the National Sugar Refining com- 
pany and a member of OPA's sugar Industry 
advisory committee. - 

Although Bunker's study Is being made 
with White House blessing to got the real 
for-suro truth, and Ills report should be 
ready In the near future, we predict tho out- 
come will be characteristic of most of our 
wartime Investigations— the Investigation In- 
to the meat situation, for Instance. 

It all goes to show that dynamite can be 
made out ot rubber, gasoline; oil, meat, sugar 
or practically ony other Important commo- 
dity — not the kind that Is used to blow up 
bridges In wartime, but the much more highly 
explosive stuff known as political dynamite.
